tion under Hidalgo which resulted in 
its independence in 1824.

and weak presidents.

1840 
the 
United States took Texas at its own 
price after what Gen. Grant charac­ 
terized “ the most unholy war 
ever 
waged by a stronger against a weaker 
power.” 
It was only under the iron 
rule of Porforio Diaz that approximate 
peace was obtained. 
Railw ays 
ana 
telegraph were developed and IO,OOO 
schools started. 
Diaz made tile mis­ 
take of making too liberal grants or 
land and mining properties to foreign­ 
ers for exploitation. The poor “ peons” 
became more discontented and

Los A ngelet Produce M arket 
On the produce m arket 
yesterday 
m orning there was a noticeable feel­ 
ing of increased optimism, as indicat­ 
ed by a growing demand for food prod­ 
ucts, and prices are beginning to stum 
more firmness in a num ber of lines 
that have been very weak.

due to a better eastern demand
